decides to end the seven weeks 
ot talks with a simple adjourn­ 
ment announcement. 
"For the sake of form, it 


would probably he better to 
have a final lull meeting.” one 
official said. 
With the second stage, Bri­ 
tain will present a compromise 
plan for the transition from 
white minority to black ma­ 
jority rule in Rhodesia involv­ 
ing a direct role by Britain in 
th e t r a ns i t i o na l process, 
although Richard has ruled 
out any use of British troops. 
R h o d e s i a n P rem ier lan 
Smith, who left the conference

Court Rejects Ray ’s Appeal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
T he Supreme Court today re­ 
jected -lames Hnrl Kay s at­ 
tempt to overturn his guilty 
plea tor the 19 68 assassination 
oi Martin Luther King. 
The justices acted in a brief 
order without comment, let­ 
ting stand lower court rulings 
that 
Ray ’s guilty plea was 
voluntary and that he was not 
d e ni e d effe tive counsel 
because 
his 
ittorney s 
had 
financial arrangments with the 
author of a hook about the 
King killing. 
Ray , whose 19 69 guilty plea 
resulted in a 9 9 -y ear prison 
sentence, 
argued 
in 
lower 
federal courts that his lawy ers, 
Arthur Hanes and, ufter Hanes 
was 
fired, 
Percy 
Foreman, 
wished to influence Ray to 
plead guilty because a full - 
scale public trial might reduce 
the value ot a book planned by 
a ut h o r Wil l iam Bradford 
Huie. 
Ray said in reality Huie was 
planning his case and. through 
contractual agreements to pay 
the lawy ers a portion of ex ­ 
pected publication roy alties, 


lawy ers 
persuaded 
Ray 
to 
plead guilty although he now 
claims he is innocent of the 
King assassination. 
Tennessee initially opposed 
a federal court hearing on 
Kay s claims his constitutional 
rights to effective counsel were 
violated and his guilty plea 
was involuntary . But the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati ordered a hearing 
and the Supreme Court in 
19 74 refused to hear the state’s 
appeal. 
An eight day hearing was 
held and in February , 19 75, 
federal District Judge Robert 
M. 
McRae held 
that 
Ray 
tailed to show that his lawy ers 
and their investigators failed 


in their duties to inv estig ate 
and present Ray 's case, o r that 
a po ssible co nflict o f interest 
prejudiced Ray ’s rig hts.

Central Hudson h ad generating 
capacity in ex cess of its customers’ 
requirements. 
Attempts were made by Central 
Hudson to sell its ex cess capacity to 
oth er utilities in a dozen states and in 
Canada. Talks were h eld with Con­ 
solidated Edison of New York late in 
19 ?5 and early in 19 76. Because of a 
la<k of accord, th e discussions were 
discontinued in mid-April of th is y ear. 
However 
periodic discussions con­ 
tinued with oth er companies. 
In June of th is y ear. Central Hudson 
announced th at it was filing an ap­ 
plication with th e Public Service Com­ 
mission for h igh er rates. In th at ap­ 
plication and subsequently at a public 
h earing in September, Central Hudson 
presented sworn testimony th at it h ad 
been and still was attempting to sell 
its ex cess generating capacity .

Alth ough 
th e agreement h ad not been formally 
approved by th e Directors of th e two 
utilities, a prompt disclosure was 
made to th e public by Central Hudson 
on Monday , Nov.8. 
In h is letter, Mr. BArbone was 
h igh ly critical of Central Hudson for 
not h aving disclosed th e agreement 
with Con Edison at th e September 
h earing. However, th is information did 
not ex ist until th e following month . 
From th e beginning of th e rate pro­ 
ceeding, 
consumer advocates were

SA N FR A N C ISC O (C PI) — Some heated debates, and 
possibly a bit of arm-twistin«. may take plate Monday before 
Pacific-8 Conference |>residents decide whether to accept 
Arizona State and Arizona as new members. 
The two Arizona schools, long time powers in the Western 
Athletic Conference, have received permission from the state 
Hoard of Regents to apply for membership in the Pac-8, hut 
their hid« have been given a lukewarm reception with most 
ot the opposition coming from the Pac-8 's lour Northwest 
universities. 
Neither Arizona school will gain entry to the Pac h unless 
the vote ot presidents is unanimous. 
Strongest opposition for enlarging the conference to a Pac 
in format initially came from Washington with the two 
influential I/« Angeles universities, .Southern California and 
CCI,A. and California actively seeking expansion. 
Washington president John Hogness. however, toned down 
his opposition from his earlier statements. 
"I might vote for it and I might vote against it, 
he said 
over the weekend. “ 1 will hear the arguments and make up 
my mind on Monday. 
There have been veiled threats by CSC and CCLA of going 
independent it the ASC and Arizona application are rejected 
“ With us, it s primarily a matter ol fiscal responsibility, 
CSC athletic director Richard Perry said "Intercollegiate 
athletics are not immune to the problems of inflation. Our 
hoard has said to us, at no time are we to enter into deficit 
financing. 
"A ll ot us are forced to look at alternate ways to general 
income. We sit here and l(K>k at two universities a stone s throw 
away with nationally recognized programs with stadiums that 
will soon hold HO to 70,(XX). 1/iokmg at it with common sense, 
it would he a good pay day. Somehow, it makes sense to us. 
Of primary concern to the Northwest universities 
Washington, Washington State, Oregon and Oregon State 
arc benefits currently derived from the conference constitu 
tion. 'They want assurances the 50-50 football gate split and 
equal shares of Rose Bowl revenue are maintained. 
The Northwest institutions have the conferences smallest 
stadium capacities, ranging from a low of 35,(XX) at W Sl to 
58.950 at Washington. Lowest among the four California teams 
is at Berkeley, 76,780. 
Arizona has a 57,000 seat capacity stadium and ASC 6,000 
less.

an oil price hike to the amount

A 10 per cent increase would 


be a compromise between the 
moderate hike proposed by 
Persian Uulf Arab states with 
large oil surpluses and a 15 per 
cent raise sought by populous 
countries in need of higher oil 
revenues to support ambitious 
development programs. 


The Gulf, states reportedly 


do not want to further damage

Barbone, of the Irate Consumers of 
Ulster County, Central Hudson was 
accused of "legal trickery and decep- 
tion" in the manner in which it dis- 
posed of some of its excess generating 
capacity. 


Contrary to Mr. Barbone's charges, 


the public record in the rate proceed- 
ing demonstrates thai, there was no 
trickery or deception on the part of 
Central Hudson. We would like to 
present the facts in order to allow all 
Central Hudson customers to de- 
termine 
for 
themselves 
who 
has 


engaged in deceptive tactics. 


Because of the national economic 


slump, energy conservation and higher 
raies, 
Central Hudson's 
customers 


curtailed their use of electricity. As a 
result. Central Hudson had generating 
capacity in excess of its customers' 
requirements. 


Attempts were made by Central 


Hudson to sell its excess capacity to 
other utilities in a dozen states and in 
Canada. Talks were held with Con- 
solidated Edison of New York late in 


1975 
and early in 1976. Because of a 


lack of accord, the discussions were 
discontinued in mid-April of this year. 
However, periodic discussions 
con- 


tinued with other companies. 


In June of this year, Central Hudson 


announced that" it was filing an ap- 
plication with the Public Service Com- 
mission for higher rates. In that ap- 
plication and subsequently at a public 
hearing in September, Central Hudson 
presented sworn testimony that it had 
been and still was attempting to sell 
its excess generating capacity. 
' Central Hudson resumed negotia- 
tions in October at the request of Con 
Edison, and a tentative agreement was 


reached on Friday, Nov. 5. Although 
the agreement had not been formally 
approved by the Directors of the two 
utilities, a prompt disclosure was 
made to the public by Central Hudson 
on Monday, Nov.8. 


In his letter, Mr. BArbone was 


highly critical of Central Hudson for 
not having disclosed the agreement 
with Con Edison at the September 
hearing. However, this information did 
not exist until the' following month. 


From the beginning of the rate pro- 


ceeding, 
consumer 
advocates were 


critical of Central Hudson for having 
excess 
capacity. Instead 
of com- 


plimenting Central Hudson for suc- 
cessfully disposing of part of its excess 
capacity, Mr. Barbone and his col- 
leagues ignored this significant de- 
velopment — which they advocated — 
and decided to launch a new attack: 
accuse Central Hudson of tricking and 
deceiving consumers. 


As a further example, in his letter 


Mr. Barbone wrte: "Central Hudson 
spends millions of dollars a year... to 
promote an image and then stoops to 
gutter tactics in order to satisfy an 
insatiable appetite." 


Central Hudson does not spend 


millions of dollars on its public rela- 
tions activities. Not one million, nor 
one-half million. Not even $300,000. 


We hope-our customers understand 


that statements wh'ich are presented 
as facts often are based solely on 
personal opinions which cannot be 
defended when 'challenged.

WASHINGTON — Inside the 


Mafia, the crime lords make a 
show of observing Roman 
Catholic rituals. But one of their 
most implacable foes is Pope Paul 
VI, who has called upon a U.S. 
congressional delegation to crack 
down on the Mafia with "severe 
legal measures." 


The congressmen, led by House 


Narcotics Chairman Lester Wolff 
(D.-N.Y.), were granted an au- 
dience last month with the pontiff 
in his private Vatican quarters. 


Declared Pope Paul emphatical- 


ly: "There emerges more clearly 
than ever the need for severe legal 
measures to be taken against 
those who traffic systematically in 
drugs for the sake of profit." 


The pontiff, his frail Voice growing more 


animated as he spoke, denounced the 
dope dealers. "The time has come," he 
declared, "to unite all the powers at our 
disposal in order to put an end to this 
scourge that is such a real danger for ...

the drug traffic is to reduce the amount 
of drugs that are produced at their source 
by the individual country." 


"Do you have, a contact here in Italy?" 


asked the pontiff. 


Yes," said Wolff. "We have been meet- 


ing with your drug enforcement people, 
with all the various agencies of your 
police." 


The pope said he would like to be kept 


informed of Wolffs work "in order to be 
able to coordinate forevermore the ac- 
tivities you have begun." 


The pope added that "ecclesiastical 


efforts in various countries" are being 
made to fight drugs, but "these are not 
sufficiently well coordinated." 


Footnote: Peter Bensinger, the U.S. 


drug enforcement chief, accompanied the 
congressmen during their call upon Pope 
Paul. Bensinger was so impressed that he 
sent a personal cable to his 131 offices 
around the world reporting what the pope 
had said. "All DEA employes should be 
greatly encouraged," cabled Bensinger, 
"by the strong statement made by the 
Holy Father, condemning drug abuse in 
the world, and the offering ofhis personal 
assistance."

As he entered the hearing 
room, Stamm was greeted by some fellow 
bureacrats, who asked how he was bear- 
ing under the pressure of a congressional 
inquiry. 


"Well, I will tell you one thing," he 


reportedly snorted, loud enough to be 
heard around the room, "I'm not losing 
any sleep at night!" 


The remark annoyed Ryan, who in- 


cluded it in the subcommittee's report. 
When Stamm read the report, he hit the 
ceiling. Angrily, he fired off a private 
letter to the congressnan. 


"I was disturbed," complained Stamm,' 


"first, to find in a hearing report a 
statement that was allegedly overheard in 
a private conversation before the start of 
the hearings, and second, 1 object because 
neither the statement nor the quotation 
is true." 


The congressman, equally ruffled, re- 


turned the fire. "You did make such a 
statement," wrote Ryan, "and not in a 
private conversation, but loudly and em- 
phatically to a large group in the hearing 
room. 


"I instructed that it should be included 


in the report because it goes to the heart 
of the matter — the Bureau's nonrecep- 
tivity to constructive criticism and re- 
form." 


Still fuming, Ryan continued to scold 


the commissioner: "Mr. Stamm, I believe 
the nation would be better served if you 
directed your energies towards improving 
the practices of the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion."

wasn't terribly surprised when she 
woke up one morning feeling as if she 
were getting a cold, but when the 
"bug" got so bad that her throat 
became too sore to talk, she became 
anxious and called the doctor. Not 
suspecting the possibility of any un- 
usual illness, the doctor took a routine 
throat culture. 


The results were rather shocking The 


woman's throat culture revealed not 
bacteria but fibers from a man-made 
fabric 


Thinking back, the woman remem- 


bered that she had recently tossed 
some scraps of fabric and yarn into her 
fireplace as she was cleaning her sew- 
ing room At the time, the burning 
material gave off no odor and no taste, 
but the invisible fumes proved toxic 


The teacher's doctor is currently 


doing further research on her throat 
cultures, but he warned his patient 
that the fumes from all burning 
plastics and man-made materials are 
poisonous Not only are these fumes 
dangerous, but they can be deadly- 
causing fatal respiratory illness 


A fireplace should never be used as 


an alternative to a trash bin. Only 
wood and newspaper are completely 
safe to burn. 


According to Edward Fosse, agricul- 


tural engineer at New York State Col- 
lege of Life Sciences, absolutely no 
plastic should be added to a fireplace 
flame, because the gases are toxic. Nor 
is it a good idea to burn any garbage, 
because it is very likely that harmful 
residue will form in the chimney from 
incomplete combustion The burning 
of such materials also creates obnox- 
ious fumes in the neighborhood. 


Fosse also points out that many 


people don't think twice about tossing 
wrapping paper or even the Christmas 
tree into their fireplaces 
However, 


both this type of paper and the tree will 
ignite so quickly that the hot gases, 
which cannot all make their way up the 
chimney, will immediately enter the 
room and ignite the furniture. 


A fireplace is wonderful to have on a 


cold winter's evening, especially dur- 
ing holiday times, but it is a luxury to 
be respected—and for good reason.

tion Committee. 


Published reports have in- 


dicated one similarity in crib 
death victims: all are found in 
a horizontal posi tion. The two 
pediatricians surmised that in jj; 
this position the baby's air .' 
supply might be cut off in one / 
of two ways. 


The doctors also found that 


there have' been no reports of 
crib death when infants were 
asleep in infant carriers, where 
they not in a horizontal posi- 
tion. They propose two simple 
measures to fight crib death: ^ 


1. Raise the head of the 


baby's crib up to two inches by 
placing a wedge of wood under 
the mattress (some cribs may 


be adjustable), so that the 
baby vests with its head slight- 
ly elevated.

NEW YORK (UPI).— If the Cincinnati 


Bengals were depressed Sunday, • they 
certainly didn't, show it against the New 
York Jets. 


Cincinnati finished with a 10-4 record 


for the second straight season and for the 
second consecutive year, the Bengals will 
watch 'the National Football League 
playoffs on television. 


That's because the Pittsburgh Steelers, 


trailing by two games in the American 
Conference Central Division race just 
three weeks ago, capped an incredible 
finish by defeating Houston 21-0 Satur- 
day to clinch the division title.

My (inn i s good no matter 
what people say and my legs are okay. 
I've had problems with my knees just 
once this year. But what can people 
expect when you get knocked down eight 
out of 10 times? What the hell do you 


do?" 


In the past Namath has campaigned 


openly for a trade to Los Angeles. He's 
hoping for a career in the movie industry 
and would like to finish with a contender • 
rather than a rebuilding club. 


"There are different ways of rebuild- 


ing," he explained. "Some people start at, 
the bottom with thq players. Some start 
at the top with management. Obviously, 
we've gone about it the wrong way. 1 don't 
know what management is doing to re- 
build, what options they have: I do know 
they don't go on the field and get their 
butts beat. That's our fault. 


"If you start rebuilding at the bottom, 


then the players need some guidance and 
they have to get it from management. 
Obviously, they're not getting it." 


Despite the fact that the Jets have not 


had a winning season since 1970, Namath. 
still is thankful for having played the past' 
.seven seasons. 


"The last few years have been bad but 


I welcome the opportunity to play the 
game, to get around the country and see 
things and meet people. Football is a 
hard, tough game but to some people it's 
entertainment and I'm thankful for being 
able to provide some of that entertain- 
ment a few times in the past.' 


"I'm thankful for having played in New 


York. I learned a lot from the press—how 
to accept criticism and be a better person 
for it—1 learned a lot from the people 
here. 


"If it is all over for me, it's been great." 


It was only fitting that the St. Louis 


season would go down to the last possible 
'minute because that's the way the Ctrds 
lived almost, every game this season—to 
the last possible minute. Ten of St. Louis' 
games this year were decided -by a 
touchdown or less, including the final 
seven.

Mahre Made Skiing History 


VAL U'ISERE, FRANCE (UPI) — 


Two small pieces of ski history were made 
when the first-meeting of the World Ski 
Cup ended Sunday. 


Phil Mahre became the first American 


skier to head the standings in the 
competition's 10-year history. • 


Mahre, 19, White Path, Wash., finished 


third b e h i n d two OLympic gold 
medalists, Heini Henimi of Switzerland 
and Piero Gros ol Italy, in the second 
men's giant slalom of the aeasons's open- 
-ing meet. The third place combined with 
his victory two days earlier gave Mahre 
40 points in the World Cup — nine more 
than Gros — and no American had ever , 
headed the world's top skiers before. 


•But Mahre had no illusions that he 


would wKf the World Cup title at the end 


of the 26race season. 
' "I am just not strong enough in the 
downhill to win. Slalom and giant slalom 
are my strength," Mahre said. 


The other precedent was set by Hemmi, 


a '27-yeqr-old bearded bricklayer who 
confirmed his Olympic form by winning 
Sunday's race by more than one second. 


Hemmi became the first professional to 


win a world cup race. 


Until this year all world Cup com- 


petitors had been amateurs according to 
the rules even if not in practice. But this 
season Hemmi and his Swiss teammate 
Bernhard Hussi chose to use the little- 
known "B license" of the international 
Ski Federation which allows skiers to earn 
money d^cctly with the understanding 


that they can no longer compete in 
Olympics. 


Hemmi's success may encourage other 


skiers to turn professional. So far, none 
has followed the lead of the two Swiss 
because they can earn just as much 
money as "amateurs." 


"I took out a B license because 1 was 


tired 
of the 
hypocrisy of so-called 


amateurs. Now I want to earn my living 
through skiing openly," said Hemmi. 


The results of the meeting, the annual 


Criterium of the First Snow', were a great 
boost for the U.S. team. 


The women placed three skiers in the 


top ten in their giant slalom and Mnhre's 
first and third places underlined his 
potential |'(ir the rest of the season.

SAN FKANCISCO (UPI) — Some heated debates, and 


possibly a bit of arm-twisting, may take place Monday before 
Pacific-8 Conference presidents decide whether to accept 
Arizona State and Arizona as new members. 


The two Arizona schools, long-time powers in the \\estern 


Athletic Conference, have received permission from the state 
Board of Regents to apply for membership in the Pac-8, but 
their bids have been given a lukewarm reception with most 
of the opposition coming from the Pac-8's four Northwest 
universities. 


Neither Arizona school will gain entry to the Pac-8 unless 


I he vote of presidents is unanimous. 


Strongest opposition for enlarging the conference to a Pac- 


10 format initially came from Washington with the two 
influential Los Angeles universities, Southern California and 
UCLA, and California actively seeking expansion. 


Washington president John Hogness, however, toned down 


his opposition from his earlier statements. 


"I might vote for it and 1 might vote against it," he said 


over the weekend. "I will hear the arguments and make up 
my mind on Monday.". 


There have been veiled threats by USC and UCLA of going 


independent if the ASU and Arizona application are rejected. 


"With us, it's primarily a matter of fiscal responsibility," 


USC- athletic director Richard Perry said. "Intercollegiate 
athletics are not immune to the problems of inflation. Our 
board lias said to us, at no time are we to enter into deficit 
financing. 


"All of us are forced to look at alternate ways to general 


income. We sit here and look at two universities a stone's throw 
away with nationally recognized programs with stadiums that 
wilfsnon hold 60 to 70,000. Looking at it with common sense, 
it would be a good pay day. Somehow, it makes sense to us." 


Of primary concern to the Northwest universities — 


Washington, Washington Stale, Oregon and Oregon State — 
are benefits currently derived from the conference constitu- 
tion. They want assurances the 50-50 football gate split and 
equal shares of Rose Bowl revenue are maintained. 


The Northwest institutions have the conference's smallest 


stadium capacities, ranging from a low of 35,000 at WSU to 
58,950 at Washington. Lowest among the four California teams 
is at Berkeley, 76,780. 


Arizona has a 57,000 seat capacity stadium and ASU 0,000 


less.

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Beame Plans 5-Year Tax Freeze 


NEW YOKK(UPl)- The Beame 


administration is planning a five-year 
freeze on the city's high property taxes 
to restore business confidence in New 
York. 


The current rate of $8.795 per $100 


in assessed valuation — one of the 
highest in the nation — is considered 
one of the major reasons businesses 
leave the city for less expensive sub- 
urban locations. 


Mayor Abraham Beame said Sun- 


day that the details of the freeze will 
be issued soon in a report by the 
Temporary Commission on City 
Finances. 


"We are going to try to cap the real 


estate rate, and maybe reduce it a 
little bit," Beame said. "The report 


will discuss what we can do about 
keeping businesses in the .city and 
attracting new ones." 
. • 


Beame said restoring business con- 


• fidence in New York may well become 
' a major part of the city's three-year 
economic recovery program. But the 
mayor, whose term expires in a year, 
noted that the property tax freeze 
might be eliminated by a future 
mayor. 


The mayor made his remarks during 


a taping session of the WABC-TV 
program "Kyewitness News Con- 
ference." 


Beame also said he expects in- 


creased federal aid from the new ad- 
ministration of President-elect Jimmy 


Carter, but refused to be more specific. 


"To me, degree means dollars," he 


said. "All I'll say is that we anticipate 
no cutback in federal aid. 1 have a 
great deal of hope, along with other 
mayors, that President Carter will 
support programs which wil help the 
cities." 


Beame also rebuffed hints that he 


'will soon, be calling upon Carter for 
favors in return for the mayor's early 
endorsement of the former Georgia 
governor. 


"He owes me nothing," Beame said 


irritably. "He owes the people of New 
York City a lot and he knows it. He 
made some promises to them and he 
plans to keep them." 


First 5th Avenue Closing A Bust 
Soggy Sunday Casts Mall Pall 


NEW YORK(UPi) — Sunday was the 


first day of this year's program to turn 
Fifth Avenue into a pedestrian mall once 
a week, but the soggy weather kept 
crowds to a minimum. 


Under orders from Mayor Abraham 


Beame, the avenue was closed to traffic 
between 34th and 57th Streets between 11 
a.m. and 3 p.m., but a persistent — if 
light — rainfall held down the turnout. 


Still, hundreds of the city's hardier folk 


moved up and down the sidewalks, oc- 
casionally stepping into the street to 
experience the thrill of ignoring the yellow 
center line on Fifth Avenue in midtown 
Manhattan. 


Perhaps what attracted them was the 


dozens of Fifth Avenue stores now open 
on Sunday, or perhaps it was just the 
romance of a walk in a Londonstyle mist. 


Sidestreets were still open, however, 


breaking the gray idyll with the splashes 
of crosstown traffic. 


The city's department of Parks-, Recrea- 


tion 
and 
Cultural 
Affairs 
provided 


Christmas music, piped along the street 
on loudspeakers, and a "skatemobile" 
rented out roller skates to anyone who 
dared use them for street travel. 


Young couples held ungloved hands 


and snuggled together in the warmth of 


fur collars. Some eyed engagement rings 
in Tiffany's and Cartier's jewelry store 
windows and exchanged long, quiet looks. 


But the street itself was largely de- 


serted. 


"There's really not a big turnout, but 


that's 'because of the weather," said 
police officer Joseph Summerhill as he 
kept an eye on the throng. 


One ever-wary New Yorker, though, 


offered a more practical explanation. 


"I'm still scared of walking in the 


street," said one woman on the sidewalk. 
"How do 1 know some car won't decide he 
doesn't like this idea and come barreling 
down the avenue to protest?" 


Union Irate About Surcharge 


NEW YORK(UPI) — Negotiators for 


taxi fleet owners and 25,000 union cab 
drivers talked into the morning today to 
settle a new dispute over management's 
intention to charge the drivers 5 cents for 
every gallon of gas they use. 


Vincent McDonnell, chairman of the 


state Mediation Board, said that if the 
five-cent surcharge went into' effect as 
planned with today's morning shift, the' 
union would meet "to formulate the 
appropriate response." 


McDonnell refused to speculate on 


what the "response" would be, but a 
source close to the negotiations said, 


"That, means a strike." 


However, Arthur Gore, a spokesman for 


the 
Metropolitan Taxicab Board of 


Trade, which represents 50 fleet owners, 
was confident that "there probably will 
be no strike." 


"I don't think anyone wants a strike," 


Gore said, "but the fleets' surcharge plan 
remains on the table." 


The negotiations between the fleets and 


Local 3036 of the Taxi Drivers Union 
began at McDonnell's offices arid con- 
tinued well past midnight. No progress 
was reported. 


The union wants increased wages and 


fringe benefits, but the fleets, which own 
about 3,500 cabs, say they cannot even 
afford the terms of the old contract, which 
expired a month ago. 


Last week the owners said the only way 


to make up for lost revenues was the 5- 
cent surcharge for each gallon of gas the 
cabbies use. 


McDonnell said the negotiations are a 


"last ditch effort to get a contract before 
this (the work rule) goes into effect." 


A source close to the talks said, "Such 


a change in the work rules ... could force 
a strike which the union so far has not 
been talking about."

ATHENS, Ohio (UP1) - 


The journalism students of 
Ohio University professor 
Roger Bennett have been stu- 
dying the arching eyebrows 
and 
blinking eyes 
of the 


Senate Watergate hearing wit- 
nesses. 


Adapting a technique of 


psychologists and students of 
nonverbal communication, 
Bennett, has been developing 
the interpretation of facial ex- 
pressions as a journalistic tool. 


"There's nothing more 


frustrating than being lied to 
by a source," he said. "If re- 
porters are going to print the 
truth, they have to find it first, 
and I think this method will 
help." 


The 
professor says sub- 


conscious facial expressions 
like a witness furrowing a brow 
or frowning, ordinarily take 
just a fraction of a second but 
may give people away when 
they are not telling the truth. 


"The 
untrained person 


wouldn't notice them," Ben- 
nett said. 


But the veteran reporter has 


developed a training film for 
his classes which can be 
slowed down and gradually 
speeded up until the viewer 
can pick up the "lie" ex- 
pressions. 


"Reporters need more tools 


than just a sharp pencil, a 
notepad and a list of good 
questions," said Bennett, who 
is doing the research for his 
doctorate degree. "1 wanted a 
more scientific approach to 
teach to my students. 


"In the study I trained peo- 


ple to lie and then videotaped 
them without their knowledge. 
1 then had groups of students 
study the films to see if they 
could catch the liars. They 
could do so about 80 per cent 
of the time'. 


"What they look for is an 


eyeblink or other facial ex- 
pressions, such as a person's 
jaw dropping. Normally, an 
eye-blink takes about one-fifth 
of a second, but in the case of 
the liars we found it to be a 
40th of a second. That's all but 
invisible to the untrained eye 
and without slowing down the 
tape." 


Bennett is improving his 


training film by incorporating 
videotape of the Senate 
Watergate proceedings. 


"It's on record who lied at 


certains times and who was 
telling the truth," he said. "So 
we can put the theory to a 
sound test. If the technique 
had 
been perfected 
before 


Watergate it could have been 


a great aid and may have 
greatly speeded up the pro- 
ceedings." 


The study has other applica 


tions, as well. 


"I had one student who was 


a student counselor and wai 
involved in trying to find out 
who had been stealing things 
from one of the dormitories," 
he said.

Actress Plays 
Betsy at Home 


NEW 
YORK 
(UH) — 


Manhattan's modern-day 
Betsy Ross was marching in a 
Fifth Avenue parade one day, 
proudly bearing a 13-star flag 
she had made herself. 


A group of sailors "on the 


sidewalk snapped to attenion 
and saluted as she passed, and 
the elderly former actress and 
model almost burst into tears. 


"It was so beautiful,''' said 


Elaine Whitney Dickson 
Roberta, who sits before her 
television each night patiently 
hand-stitching cloth stars and 
red and white cotton strips 
into copies of the original Old 
Glory. 


"The flag means so much to 


me: the courage of our soldiers 
and the hope for peace, and 
here these young men were 
showing me they felt the same 
way." 


Mrs. Roberts has made more 


than 100 flags from scratch 
and givsn most of them away 


to such dignitaries as Harry 


Truman and Lyndon Johnson 
and to patriotic groups like the 
Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion. 


She said she meant to send 


one to Richard Nixon, "but 
then all those things began to 
happen to him" and she de- 
cided the gift might be inap- 
propriate. 


"I also made President Ford 


a flag but I haven't sent it yet 
because I'm mad at him for 
not helping our city," she said. 
"However, 1 do plan to give 
one to Mr. Carter." 


Mrs. Roberts' hobby is no 


Bicentennial gimmick — she's 
been pursuing it for almost 10 


years and the few she sells 
barely pay for the cost of her 
materials. 


She said she got the idea 


watching a parade. 


"I saw all those beautiful 


flags and decided to sew my 
own. I started and never 
stopped." 


Even the name she adopted 


from the 18th century 
seamstress who 
supposedly 


made the nation's first flag 
came to her almost by acci- 
dent. 


"One 
day 1 put 
on an 


oldfashioned dress and bonnet 
and a friend told me 1 looked 
just like Betsy Ross/'-she said. 
The name stuck. 


Mrs. Roberts says she 


spends up to six weeks making 
each flag in her cluttered New 
York City apartment. 
She 


always keeps on hand a "whole 
bagful" of the finished pro- 
ducts, which range in length 
from about 18 inches to more 
than seven feet. 


"I won't use a pattern or a 


sewing machine," she said. 
"The stitches aren't perfect, 
but nobody seems to mind. 
One buyer said he chose one 
that was uneven because it 
looked more authentic." 


The 20th century Betsy Ross 


holds 
strong 
views 
about 


America and where it's head- 
ing as 1976 draws to a close. 


"We've done a lot in 200 


years and the Bicentennial 
was wonderful," she 
said. 


"But we've got to keep the old 
spirit, and one good way would 
be for people to start display- 
ing the flag the way they used 
to."

Geological Survey said "hot 
spots" include Pittsburgh and 
the Gulf Coast of Louisiana 
and Texas. 


Temperatures of more than 


300 degrees Fahrenheit are 
found at depths of 14,000 to 
16,000 feet beneath New Or- 
leans, La., and Corpus Christi 
a n d 
H o u s t o n , 
T e x . 


Pittsburgh's 
temperatures 


were similar at 12,000 to 14,000 
feet. 


The government agency is 


publishing 
two 
new 
maps 


which show temperatures at 
various 
depths, 
based 
on 


measurements made from 
more than 30,000 wells drilled 
for oil, gas and water across 
the country. 


The only "cold spot" listed 


in the survey's statement was 
M i a m i , where the tem- 
peratures at 14,000 feet is only 
212 degrees Fahrenheit — the 
boiling point of water. 


The temperature range is 


related to many factors, in- 
cluding the kinds of rocks and 
the nearness of cooling ground 
water, scientists said.
